Prices Take General Slump. 

A precipitate slump in the wholesale 
prices of nearly all foodstuffs, reported 
Tuesday in St. Louis, Chicago, New 
York and other cities, indicate thaj the 
back of the famine prices that have 
prevailed temporarily is broken. The 
decline is .explained everywhere as a 
victory for meat, egg and. butter strikers, 
and as a confession of alarm from the 
packers, storage houses and creameries. 

Retail grocers in ail parts of St. Louis 
report Tuesday a: abrupt drop of 6 and 
6 cents a pound for butter and 3 cents a 
dozen’ for eggs. 


on the Elgin (Ill.) Board of Trade, whic 

controls the wholesale butter market. 
The price fell from 38% to 30 cents. But- 
te? is retailing in St. Louis today at 37 
and 38 eents, against 43 cents Monday. 
Eges are 35 cents today, against 38 cents 
yesterday. 

The wholesalers’. slump in the prices 
of meats is .not yet reflected in the re- 
tail butcher shops of St. gos steaks 
of all grades, chops and roasts still 
maintaining their high altitude. Ba- 
con still is 30 to % cents a pound and 
potatoes are 30 cents a .peck, although 
the wholesale markets report a sharp 
decline in these commodities. It is ex- 
pected that corresponding reductions 
will be made by the retailers on 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

Lack of Demand Causes Slump. 
"The explanation for the slump in but- 
ter and eggs is that many thousands of 
families declared informal _ strikes 
against them, as_the foods which they 
could do without. On that account, gro- 
cers have failed to make their usual 
orders upon the wholesalers, and they 
in turn reduced their orders on the 
creameries and the big egg merchants. 
Their P ping is shown in the sudden de- 
cline 10 to 16 per cent. 

At the opening of the St. Louis Pro- 
duce Exchange Tuesday eggs were quot- 
ed at a wholesale price of 29 cents, as 
against 31 cents Monday, and butter at 
31 cents, as against 34 cents yesterday.

In address- 
ing Mr. Taylor, Mr. Nicoll said: 
“This is a criminal proceeding for an 
indictment found in this court, and en- 
titled United States of America against 
Press Publishing Co. The Press Pub- 
lishing Co. is a corporation and pub- 
lishes the newspaper known as the New 
York World. This indictment has 18 
counts—that is, it charges the corpora- 
tion, the defendant, with having com- 
mitted 13 different offenses; the offense 
charged in each one of the several 
counts is the offense of libel—that is, it 
is a prosecution of the Press Publishing 
Co., a corporation, which I have de- 
scribed. Now, generally speaking, the 
charge is that in the month of Oc- 
tober, 1908, the Press Publishing Co. 
made certain charges with respect to 
the purchase by the United States Gov- 
ernment from the French company 
which owned it, of the Panama Canal, 
for $40,000,000; and while I don’t think 
any of these matters are libels at all, 
yet the Government says that by rea- 
soh of our publication of said individ- 
“wals’ names in the indictment they were 
libels. Have you ever heard of this case 
before? A. I think I have read only the 
headlines in the papers; I didn’t go into 
particulars. — 
First Case of Kind. 
Mr. Nicoll brought Mr. Wise to his 


feet with an objection to a question he 
asked Mr. Taylor. It was if Mr. Tay- 


lor thought it his duty to accept the in- 
}terpretation of the law from the Court 
in a libel case. Mr. Nicholl, replying, 
said: “This ig the first case since the

dictment.”’ 

“But that doesn’t. change the law,” 
commented Judge Hough. — 

By Mr. Nicoll: Now the Government 
charges in this indictment, Mr. Taylor, 
that these publications about the Pana- 
ma Canal, which were printed in the 
presidential campaign of 1908, made im- 
proper charges against the President of 
the United States and other gentlemen 
at that time holding important offices 
in Washington; did you know any of 
these gentlemen at that time, the Presi- 
dent or Secretary of War, or any of 
the persons who are connected with 
this Panama Canal proceeding? 

A. I only met them socially at a din- 
ner or something of ‘that kind (public 
dinner); I merely shook them by the 
hand, that is all. 

Q. You understand, Mr. Taylor, all we 
want here, both sides, is to try to get 
a fair and impartial jury, unblased, who 
have not any feelings or predilection 
one way or the other, and if you or any 
of the other gentlemen who sit in the 
box feel that you would be under any 
embarrassment in discharging your duty 
as a juryman in this case, on account 
of the public persons who are mentioned 
in connection with it, I hope you will 
say so when it comes my turn to ques- 
tion you; at all events, ygu don’t feel 
that way, Mr. Taylor? A: No, siz. 

Q. Now the prosecution charges here 
substantially, er tries to put that con- 
struction upon these articles that the 
defendant libeled the President, and the 
President’s brother-in-law and _ the 
brother of the present President, and 
other persons.

Teasdale, former pay- 
ing teller of the Washington National 
Bank, confessed a shortage of. more than 
$5000 in his accounts was the statement 
of Assistant United States Distrfct At- 
torney Charles H. Daues to United 
States Commissioner Stanton Tuesday 
at the beginning of the hearing to de- 
termine whether Teasdale shall be held 


for the grand jury. 

Daues stated that the cinifoniidin was 
made to President Leon W. Quick and 
directors of the bank on the night of 
Oct. 21, 1909, when they were checking 
up his books. Since Teasdale was ac- 
cused of the shortage he has refused to 
make any statement wHatever. 

Attorney Daues said he would rely 
principally upon this confession to prove 
that Teasdale is responsible for the 
shortage. 

“While checking up the books,’”’ Daues 
said, “Quick and the directors discov- 
ered the shortage. They called Teasdale 
into the room and asked him about it. 

Quick then took the stand and cor- 
roborated Daues’ narration of the al- 
leged confession of Teasdale. He-testi-

Neglected Tuberculosia Sufferers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The “‘turn-down” of the tuberculosis bills by the 
Council is deplorable. Why this delay in taking care 
of these poor, sick people, many of whom, through 
no fault of their own, are at the very portals of 
death and many actually die neglected because their 
numbers are too great, there being at the present 
time no hospital, public or private, able to cope with 
the demand for admittance. Shame, shame to a city 
of this standing to permit the “lack of funds’’ to re- 
tard such a vital necessity as an institution for these 
unfortunate consumptives. Yet that comparatively 
new and magnificent Quarantine Hospital with ali

“Your Oommission took the position, that while 
maintaining as a fixed principle that ultimate 
abolition of all charges now known as the bridge 
arbitrary was something which this city might 
ultimately demand, we should, nevertheless, ac- 
cept this proposition of the railroads as a solu- 
tion of present difficulties.” 

If Mr. Whitelaw has not changed his mind on 
this point, that the only true and lasting solution 
of the rate problem is the abolition of the arbi- 
trary, will he kindly tell the Mayor and citizens 
when it should be abolished? When ought we to 
enjoy the true and lasting solution of the arbi- 
trary problem?

Let me have the privilege of your octuman for the 
people to differ from you in the statement in your 
editorial that “six and eight foot channels will 
hot carry boats big enough to compete with 
freight cars.”’ Let’s see: The average freight car 18 
40,000 pounds, or 2% tons; a boat carrying 2,000,000 
pounds, equal to 1000 tons or 50 freight car loads, can 
be built to float on eight feet; not only this, the same 
vessel, as was Ccoriclusively shown in the Magazine 
Section of the Post-Dispatch of Sunday, 15th inst., 
can go down to and across the gulf, up the rivers of 
South America, or elsewhere and without transfer 
anywhere, deliver the 1000-ton cargo. With 12 feet 
available here to the sea, three-fourths of the year, 
the same type of vessel can carry 200 tons, equa! to 
125 car loads, with the same results. The compara- 
tive cost is too obvious to any intelligent person to 
need explanation. Is it possible for railroad or any 
other system of transportation to compete with this?

Must the “Middleman” Starve? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

I would like to express my opinion about this high- 
priced meat which seems to be getting serious in the 
cities. I do not think there is such a shortage of 
meat, neither should it be as high as it is. I think 
the fault lies with the middlemen. One would think 
from reading the papers that the farmers were mak- 
ing worlds of money, but considering his high-priced 
feed, he is not getting too much for his butcher 
stuff. The farmers are organizing, not to raise the 
prices on the city people, but to cut out the middle- 
men. We farmers raise a butcher heifer and sel] it 
for $3.50 or $% a hundred. If it weighs 700 pounds we 
get $25 or $28, seldom over $25. It will dress close to 
400 pounds, which we could sell at 7 cents per pound 
and still have the: hide, worth about $5. Now the 
trouble is that the middlemen not only make the hide, 
but they sell the beef at double the price they should 
sell it at. The farmer is not the gainer, but the mid- 
dieman or the Beef Trust. They make &s much 
money in handling a beef as the farmer gets for it. 

The city people shouid deal direct with the farm- 
er—that would be the best way to do away with the 
Beef Trust, as there is Plenty of meat for us all.

Strict Rules in Order. 


HEN the Rules Committee fia- 
VW ished its deliberations Monday a 
statement of its work was given 
out. For the first time two umpires are 
officially recognized in the national 
game and their duties are defined. The 
umpire behind the plate is the umpire- 
in-chief and the one on bases is desig- 
nated field umpire. 

Aside from changes in phraseology to 
clarify the meaning of tha rules, there 
were few alterations. Wild pitches an. 
passed balls will be no longer recog- 
nized, and these designations disapper 
from the game, They will be classed 
as errors. 

The amounts of fines for violations of 
rules is set forth, and the umpire is 

so given power fo clear the bench of 
substitute players expressing their dis- 
approval of decisions. The substitutes 
may be fined $30 after being warned, 
and further may be sent to the club- 
house to be called into the game by 
the captain as he needs them. This 
was found to be advisable because 
much treeble was experienced by the 
National League last year from the 
substitutes on the bench, according 10 
Secretary Heydler. 

A batter throwing the bat before 
running so that it hits umpire or catch- 
er will also be fined for the first f- 
fense $5. 

A coacher’s box extending 15 feet from 
the bases is provided. Foul strikes are 
designated “lllegally batted balls.’’ No 
change can be made in the batter’s 
box by a batter after a pitcher is ready 
to deliver a ball. A ball passing en 
infielder and hitting an umpire on foul 
ground permits a runner all the bases 
he can get, but if an umpire is ‘iit 
[by a bali no runner can score unless 
"forced by other base runners. 

The batting order must be delivered 
to the umpire at the plate just before 
the game by the two captains. This or- 
der must be retained throughout the 
game unless a man is taken out. 

Umpires will make rulings on coach- 
ing violations or discoloring of the ball 
in their own judgment without waiting 
for captains to notify them. Ground 
rules and calling of games to enable 
teams to catch trains must be an- 
nounced by the umpire. He will also 
call the game on account of rain when 
occasion warrants in his own judg- 
ment. 

When teams from the East playing ‘n 
the West or vice versa agree upon a 
certain time to stop playing that they 
may catch trains, they must start the 
game at least three and a half hours 
before their train leaves. 

Throwing a mask or glove at a bat- 
ted ball by a flelder entitles the bat- 
ter who becomes a base runner to three 
bases. 

These changes and additions become 
the law of baseball in the National 
League at once without further sanc- 
tion,
